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EDITORIAL 

A week or so ago there appeared on the bulletin board in the foyer a notice 
on which any one who wanted to organize a new club or society was invited to do so. 
It seenns that the trouble on this campus is that there are already too many organ- 
izations, and that any new ones now would just add to the confusion. This is not to 
say that we should let things stay at a stalemate. New clubs should certainly be 
formed at any time if they can in any way contribute to college life, but before 
this takes place some of the activities of the existing clubs should be curtailed. 

A case in point is the recent formation of the Debating Club. This is a 
fine organization, and one that is really needed on this campus. The only trouble 
is that a number of people can not attend these meetings because they already belong 
to a club that holds meetings on Wednesday evening. The same would be true for 
any other evening in the week. Certainly the meetings can not be arranged to fit 
everyone's schedule, but why should there be such a congestion in the first place? 
In a larger university such a situation would be understandable, but in our case it 
seems rather extravagant. 

If there were fewer organizations and larger memberships in them it would 
add much to the spirit of unity that should exist at Mac. A large number of clubs, 
many of which do not have an appreciable membership and carry on very little in 
the line of activities beneficial to the members, tend to split up our society rather 
than knit it together, as a good club should do. Why are there not more clubs that 
include students from all the different faculties? There are, admittedly, a number 
of fine organizations on the campus, but there are also some that could be done 
away with and their loss would hardly be felt. 

Any motion to change the existing situation could not come from the Students' 
Council, and certainly not from the faculty. It must of necessity come from the 
clubs concerned. It is up to these clubs to analyse their own positions and to decide 
whether they are beneficial to the students, or whether they are merely an added 
burden, and then to act accordingly.

LAND OF SUNSHINE., SUGAR AND SONG 

Stretching from the south of Florida in a semicircular pattern, to the 
north-eastern coast of South America is an archipelago. The western shores 
of this chain of islands are bathed by the warm clear waters of the beautiful 
blue Caribbean Sea from which this group derives its name. On the eastern side 
the white-capped foaming waves of the mighty Atlantic endlessly beat on the coast 
giving rise in many instances to rugged and picturesque coastlines. 

From the east come the prevailing winds more commonly known as the 
Northeast Trades. These winds at one part of the year are warm and laden with 
moisture bringing much rain to these isles. At another part of the year they are 
coo) and fresh and have little moisture. At this time too the skies are often clear 
and the sun shines brightly making the mild tropical climate of these islands very 
comforting and healthful especially in the so called winter months. 

The islands themselves present considerable beauty and variety of land- 
scape. Some are low lying, hardly rising to more than a few hundred feet 
above sea level; others are like gigantic peaks rising from the sea almost with- 
out any coastline, up into the clouds which perpetually envelop their sumits; 
others are combination of flat and rugged scenery. The luxuriance and colour 
of the tall towering forestc^ad mountains, the verdant valleys, the picturesque 
swift running streams, the sweeping plains and the beautiful sandy beaches 
fringed with coconut palms all combine to make this an area of exquisite beauty. 

The history of this region is a very interesting and colourful one. It begins 
with Columbus and his famous voyage to the New World nearly five hundred years 
ago. 

The discovery of these islands was followed by much strife among the 
great Maritime powers of Europe, for the riches which they were thought to 
possess. 

The early development of the sugar industry in these islands gave them 
added importance. Sugar, produced cheaply by the exploitation of ''slave'* 
labour, was sold at very high prices, and the considerable revenue obtained 
helped to fill the coffers of some of the Colonial powers. For this reason, 
these so called colonies which produced sugar were a considerable asset to the 
countries which held sway over their destiny. 

The emancipation of the slaves was followed in many of these islands by 
years of distress and hardship caused by the decline of the sugar industry. 
However, due to the bravery and determination of the people and the pioneering 
efforts of some of their leaders, the scene was gradually changed, and sugar, 
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once the curse of the West Indies, has become the main economic product of this 
region. It is now true to say the the economic and political stability of these 
islands is largely dependant on the development and profitability of the sugar 
industry. 

With improved and more stable living conditions the people of these islands 
were able to devote more thought and time to cultural development. A form of 
self expression which was hitherto suppressed by colonial influence. 

Among the various forms of culture, the variety of the music, dances and 
jfolklore are most interesting and fascinating. The lively tempo of the music such 
as the calypso, the mambo and the merinque; the rhythm and grandure of the 
dances such as the limbo and the rhumba together with the variety and magnificence 
of the folklore are a reflection not only of the customs and traditions of the people 
but also of the variety of origin of the peoples of the Caribbean islands. 

The mild warm climate, the variety of the landscape, the bright sunshine 
and the beautiful songs and dances provide an environment for a people with an 
inherent love for worldy pleasure, a people who are jovial and free and are not 
possessed of the inhibitions which are commonly found among a people of less vivid 
background , 

To a new-comer the people of these parts often appear boisterous, 
unconventional and **easy going" and possessed of a passionate love for pleasure. He 
may be amazed or perhaps fascinated to find that this pattern of living is shared by 
most people irrespective of financial status, race or creed. To such a man I say 
'Tarry a Little! " He needs only to partake of a glass of soothing "local wine", 
an intoxicating by-product of the sugar industry, and some gay music and dancing 
and he will find himself drifting imperceptibly into this revelry of "Sunshine e^^gar 
and song . "

It is our firm conviction that the students at Macdonald have reached 
the stage where they are being given too much. The attitude seems to be that 
if they want anything, all that is necessary is to demand it and they then expect 
to receive it without delay, without any consideration for those who have to plan, 
to budget for and to sanction the fulfilment of such demands. Has our ''One Man" 
for example, considered the expense involved in providing for our College 
some of the things he advocates? And from where would he suggest the money 
should come? He would do well to remember that most of the great improvements 
which have come our way in recent years have been presented to the College as 
gifts . 

Another point on which our critic is outstanding is his inconsistency.

A few weeks later there appeared an article on the 
shabby dress habits of students here, especially those of the males. 

As stated earlier, we are not in entire disagreement with some of the 
sentiments expressed in the series, but when this man talks about the dignity 
appropriate to University Students, he should study his own cowardly attitude and 
consider whether this meets the standards of dignity he demands of others. 

It may well be argued that the **One Man" is a power for good in the 
College, that he is sincerely concerned with its welfare and was merely trying 
to initiate stimulating argument.
